It may be shown that a process claim satisfies 35 USC § 101 by 
showing that a claim is tied to a particular machine or by showing that a 
claim transforms an article into a different state or thing. See Gottschalk v. 
Benson, 409 VS. 63, 67 (1972), As to the first prong (machine), the 
Examiner cannot find any showing that these claims are attached to a 
specific machine. As to the second prong (transformation), the process
